Whatever may be the merits of the 


uew tariff bill, ii is certainly not 
what the public was given to expect 
durlc-- the campaign. The platform 
utterance was framed so as to repel 
the idea that there was any inten- 
tion of re enacting the tariff cf iSftO. 
It declared "we are not pledged to 
any particular schedule," but tbe 
assurance was given of "a reasonable 
application" of tbe protective policy, 
so that it should be '-juit, fair and 
impartial, equally opposed to foreign 
control and domestic monopoly, to 
sectional discrimination and individ- 
ual favoritism.'' 


Whether or not the tariff bill now 


promulgated conforms to this id«al, 
it can hardly be denied that it fol- 
lows the general lines of the disas- 
trous bill of 1S90. Chairman Ding- 


ley, 
in his explanation of the bill, 


admits that in a number of schedules 
the rates of the 1S90 tariff are fully 
restored as a rule and in some cases 
increased. It is no secret that this 
was much.agalnst Mr. Uingley's own 
dftsire, and that the committee has 
in some cases yielded reluctantly 
and with deep misgivings to the 
pressure put upon it. This was par- 
ticularly the case in the woolen 
schedule, over the construction of 
which there was open war between 
the wool growers' association and the 
manufacturing interests. The com- 
mittee had, however, to yield to de- 
mands for largely increa-ei duties in 
ordar to gather to the support of tbe 
bill the support of interests which' 
mi^ht otherwise have been strong 
enough to make combinations agaicst 
its passage through congress. 


The passage of the bill will make 


an interesting experiment upon the 
forbearance of the public. If the 
temper shown in 1690 still abides in 
the public mind we may expect a 
repstltlon of the political reaction of 
1SSO.

ttlires to be elected at the ensuing 
April election must tie with thi 
clerk of the court and the bjards o 
election an itemi/ed t-ti'.ement o 
their ejpec<es !n securing their noin 
inatlocs, and If no espet-^es were ic 
curred they rcust file a statement to 
thai effect jdst the ^aa!€>. 


This applies to ah c:ty, Lur^ugh, 


township and school bcjar4 candi 
date*, acd such statements must be 
tiled within ten ddjs aflar their nom 
inatioos, under a penally or $1,000. 


Democratic caQd!d<ucs for council 


men. school board and assesscrs in 
Lima must file their statements on 
or before next, Monday, March 22, or 
they will be liable to the penalty act 
forfeiture of the oflice in case of elec 
tion. 


Candidates in the different town 


ships must tile thsir statements with 
in ten days after their nomination 
and as most of these nominations 
were made en the J::th of March, the 
limit of time will expire on Monday 
next. 


This law was passed by a llepubli 


can legislature. In so far as it ap 
plies to township officers it is an an- 
aoyacce and an outrage. There has 
not, been five dollars spent in all of 
Allen county outside of Lima to ss- 
cure nominations "for 
officers to be 


voted fnr at the April election. 
But 


the law makes no exceptions. Every- 
body, from road supervisor up, is in- 
cluded under this law, which must be 
obeyed until it, is repealed.
